Jan. 1, 1928, the. balance at credit 
of the Colony’s Surplus and Deficit 
Account was’ $8,985,761.. The ex- 
penditurs for last year’ was 
estimated to be $22,183,045,. but in.

And yet I fesl 
that’ much good work. was done 
both in and out of achool and that 
steady progress’ was ‘made. This 
is reflected In our examination re- 
sultg and in our records in sports. 
Our numbers kept: fairly steady 
throughout the year at an average 
of about.420; the daily attendance 
was excellent, over 97 per cent. 
of those on the roll, During the 
year about 350 boys. applied for 
admiasion of whory only 160 could 


be taken (180 for Class 8): the. 


great mafority of those applying 
‘for Classes 7 to 4 were not.fit for 
the Classes as determined by their 
age—of the 30 admitted to these 
classes only .a dew turned out 
satisfactory. and able to keep pace 
with the others. The grounding 
of these spasmodic comers Is very 
poor and that is why we Hke our 
boys to begin in Class 8 and go 
right through the school. Unfor- 
tunately there is a conaiderable 
wastage in the course of years, 

The results of tha, annual ex- 
aminations held in December were 
very satisfactory: in Class 4, 90 
.per cent. passed to Queen's Col- 
lege and King’s College and in 
Classes 5 to, 8ii, 96 per cent, pass- 
ed... Throughout the school how- 
ever there is need for greater ac: 
curacy in ‘most subjects. 

Health Good | 

The health of the boys apart 
from the-ugual minor ailments was 
very good and, as stated, the aver- 
age daily atténdance was the best 
on record., About 200 boys wera 
vaccinated last month. I find that 
most boys in the school have been 
vaccinated: at least twice. Hy- 
giene is taught throughout the 
school from the excellent ‘notes 
compiled by the Medical Officer 


for Schools. The boys have been 


inspected and, examined by the 
Acting Medical Officer for Schools 
and'a large number of defects 
were found amongst ‘the new boys, 
chiefly defective vision, Hygiene, 
to be really, effective, should be 
taught practically and with a 
wealth of illustration and speci 
mens: a Central Museim for 
Schools, to which Claases could be

TWENTIETH. YEAR IN MOTION 
PICTURES 


.. The filming of “The Battle of 
"The Sexes” marks D. W.-Griffith’s 
twentieth year in motion pictures. 
In the midst of its production, 
Hollywood turned but on thasse. to 
pay ‘homags to the distinguished 
motion picture impresario. 

Cecil B. De Mille was master- 
of-ceremonies.. He eulogized 
Griffith and said that his ideals 
had been the inspiration of all 
sincere workers in the industry. 
“Sculpture had its Rodin,” he seid, 
“music its Wagner and Beethoven, 
the art of painting its Rembrandt, 
literature its Shakespeare and in 
the motion ‘picture art, the great- 
est in point of popularity and ap- 
preciation, has its Griffith.” :

FRENCH MUSIC 


IMPRESSIONISTS AND NEWER 
: SCHOOLS : : 
M. Lotiis Laloy, 2 ‘the distinguished 
secretary-general-” “of ‘the Paris 
Opera, has been, as he says, a wit- 
ness of almost all’ the events that 
have influenced the course of French 
music during the-Jast . twenty-five 
years. ‘He has collected in 
“La Musique Retrouvee” (Librairie | 
Plon) his impressions and experi- 
ences during his singularly import- 
ant period in the evolution _ of 
modérn musie; and: as-he his been 
in contact with ~ almost every out- 
standing personality in the Parisian 
musical world, M. Laloy’s reminis- 
cences are of more than ordinary 
interest. 
Appropriately enough, he starts 


| the 


with the year 1902,...which was to 
mark the history of music with a 
memorable date—that of thé first 
production at the Opera Comique of 
Debussy’s-“‘Pelleas-et-Melisande”. on 
April 30. of that year. From the | 
first M. Laloy was one of the little 
band of enthusiasts, which included 
Charles Bordes, who did all in their 
power to protect Debussy from the 
violent attacks conce’ against 
him by the Press ‘a official 
musica] opinion. The work created 
an astonishing amount of hostility 
in. all spheres, from the musicians 
in the orchestra. upwards. The 
violinists, we are told, were 
especially indignant because they 
had nothing to play. dur- 
ing the grotto scene. The 
unofficial! programme’ sold at the 
theatre doors actually. coritained 
sareasbic and ‘would-be ‘humorous 
commentaries on.theipiece, the fail- 
ure of which was to the man in ‘the 
street a foregone conclusion. 
Debussy in Private Life 

It was only thanks to the firmness. 
and perspicacity of MM. Albert 
Carre and Andre Messager (then 
directors of the Opera Comique) 
that the work was not only given at 
all, but given in the best possible 
conditions with a picked ion able 
cast. 
to enforce his will, the résult might 


| have-ibeen very different—but the 


history cf these intrigues surround- 
ing the production. of a masterpiece 
is too well known to call for com- 
ment. It ‘is nevertheless amus- 
ing to think: that a critic like 
M. Camille Bellaigue could write in 
the Revue des“Deuz Mondes‘in May, 
1902,. that in his opinion “Pelleas” 
was only a noise—“et meme un 
vilain petit bruit.” It was the 
articles of M. Laloy,. on the other 
hand, which - first attracted “De- 
buasy’s attention, and thus prepared 
the way for the friendship of these 
two men, which remained unbroken 
until Debussy’s death. : 

An interesting feature of the book 
is its glimpses of Debussy in private 
life. Debussy appreciated Schumann, 
but deplored ‘his heavy orchestra- 
tion. Ina letter dated Grand Hotel, 
Eastbourne, August, 1905, Debussy 
wrote: “Voici un mois que je suis
